Strike everything after the enacting clause and insert the
fol | ow ng:

"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 39.10 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The capital projects review board is created in the office of
financial managenent to provide ongoing oversight and evaluation of
public capital projects construction processes, including the inpact of
contracting nmethods on project outcones, and to advise the |legislature
on policies related to major public works delivery nethods.

(2)(a) The capital projects review board shall consist of the
foll owi ng nenbers appointed by the governor: One representative from
construction general contracting; one representative from the design
i ndustri es; t wo representatives from construction specialty
subcontracting; one representative from a construction trades |abor

organi zation; one representative from the office of mnority and
wonen's business enterprises; one representative from a higher
education institution; one representative from the departnent of
general admnistration; and one representative of a donestic insurer
authorized to wite surety bonds for contractors in Washi ngton state.
Al l appoi nted nenbers nust be actively engaged in or authorized to use
al ternative public works contracting procedures.

(b) Two nenbers shall be at-large positions representing | ocal
public owners. The two at-large positions shall serve on a rotating
basis to be determ ned and appoi nted by the association of Washi ngton
cities, the Wshington state association of counties, and the
Washi ngton public ports association.

(c) One nenber shall be a nmenber of the public hospital district
project review board, selected by that board, who shall be nonvoting.

(d) One nenber shall be a nenber of the school district project
revi ew board, selected by that board, who shall be nonvoti ng.
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(e) The executive officer of the review board, as naned in
subsection (10) of this section, shall serve as a nonvoting nenber.

(f) The review board shall include two nenbers of the house of
representatives, one fromeach nmaj or caucus, appointed by the speaker
of the house of representatives, and two nenbers of the senate, one
from each nmmjor caucus, appointed by the president of the senate.
Legi sl ative nenbers are nonvoti ng.

(3) Menbers sel ected under subsection (2)(a) of this section shal
serve for ternms of four years, with the terns expiring on June 30th on
the fourth year of the term However, in the case of the initial
menbers, four nenbers shall serve four-year terns, four nenbers shal
serve three-year ternms, and three nenbers shall serve a two-year term
with each of the ternms expiring on June 30th of the applicable year.
Appoi ntees nmay be reappointed to serve nore than one term

(4) The capital projects review board chair is selected from anong
t he appoi nted nenbers by the ngjority vote of the voting nenbers.

(5) The capital projects review board may adopt rules as necessary
to carry out the duties set forth in this act.

(6) Legislative nenbers of the capital projects review board shal
be reinbursed for travel expenses in accordance with RCW 44.04. 120.
Nonl egi sl ati ve nenbers of the capital projects review board, including
any subcommttee nmenbers, except those representing an enployer or
organi zation, shall be reinbursed for travel expenses as provided in
RCW 43. 03. 050 and 43. 03. 060.

(7) If a vacancy occurs of the appointive nenbers of the board, the
governor shall fill the vacancy for the unexpired term Menbers of the
board may be renmoved for nmal feasance or m sfeasance in office, upon
specific witten charges by the governor, under chapter 34.05 RCW

(8) The capital projects review board shall convene as soon as
practical after July 1, 2005 and my neet as often as necessary
thereafter.

(9) Capital projects review board nenbers are expected to
consistently attend review board neetings. The chair of the capita
projects review board may ask the governor to renobve any nenber who
m sses nore than two neetings in any cal endar year w thout cause.

(10) The office of financial managenent shall enploy a director of
the review board. The director shall be the executive officer of the
review board and shall admnister the provisions of this act. The
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office of financial managenent shall provide additional staff support
as may be required for the proper discharge of the function of the
capital projects review board.

(11) The capital projects review board may establish subcommttees
as it desires and may invite nonnenbers of the capital projects review
board to serve as conm ttee nenbers.

(a) The school district project review board shall be a
subcommttee of the capital projects review board and shall approve
projects as outlined in RCW 39. 10. 115.

(b) The public hospital district project review board shall be a
subcommttee of the capital projects review board and shall approve
projects as outlined in RCW 39. 10. 117.

(12) The commttee shall encourage participation from persons and
entities not represented on the capital projects review board.

(13) For purposes of this act, nmajor capital projects are projects
estimated to cost over five mllion dollars.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 39.10 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The capital projects review board has the followng powers and
duti es:

(1) Provide ongoing analysis and evaluation of the use of the
traditional public works procedures and alternative public works
contracting procedures authorized under this chapter and eval uate the
potential future use of other alternative contracting procedures
i ncl udi ng conpetitive negotiation contracts;

(2) Ensure that consistent, reliable, and standardi zed project
information is gathered and used to anal yze the inpact of contracting
policies on the outcone of mmjor capital projects. The review board
shall, in consultation with the office of financial managenent, devel op
st andardi zed statew de performance indicators and benchmarks for all
maj or capital projects. These neasures should, at a mninmum allow
basic conparisons of project performance by type, scope, cost,
schedul e, quality, and contracting procedure. To avoid unnecessary
duplication, use of these indicators and benchmarks should be
incorporated into, or derived from existing state and |ocal agency
reports to the greatest extent possible;
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(3) Establish criteria that may be used to determ ne effective and
feasi bl e use of alternative contracting procedures;

(4) Develop and recommend to the |legislature qualification
standards for general contractors bidding on alternative public works
proj ects;

(5) Develop and reconmend to the legislature policies to further
enhance the quality, efficiency, and accountability of najor capita
construction projects through the use of traditional and alternative
delivery nethods in Wshington, and make recommendations regarding
expansi on, conti nuati on, el i m nation, or nodi fication  of t he
alternative public works contracting net hods;

(6) Public bodies using the alternative contracting procedures
aut hori zed under this chapter shall provide any requested information
concerning inplenentation of projects under this chapter to the
conmmttee in a tinmely manner, excepting any trade secrets or
proprietary information;

(7) Encourage the transfer of know edge through formal or infornmal
mentoring opportunities and the devel opnent of nodel docunents or
gui delines that incorporate |essons |earned from previous state and
| ocal projects; and

(8) Periodically assess the use of alternative dispute resolution
processes in public works projects to determne their effectiveness at
resolving conflicts and disputes before they reach litigation and, if
necessary, recommend to the legislature nodifications of state policy.
The review board may work with public and private dispute resolution
organi zations to inform agencies about effective nethods of
i ncorporating dispute resolution nmechanisns into their public works
proj ects.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 39.10 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Not wi t hst andi ng any other provision of law, and after conplying
with RCW 39.10.030, any city that: (1) is located in a county
authorized wunder this chapter to wuse alternative public works
procedures; (2) reports in the state auditor's 1local governnent
financial reporting system conbi ned general fund, special revenue, debt
service, capital projects, and enterprise funds revenues that exceed
sixty mllion dollars; and (3) has a population greater than twenty-

five thousand but less then forty-five thousand, is authorized to use
the general contractor/construction nanager or design-build procedure
for one denonstration project valued over ten mllion dollars.

Al'l contracts authorized under this section nust be entered into
before January 1, 2006.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. |If specific funding for the purposes of this
act, referencing this act by bill or chapter nunber, is not provided by
June 30, 2005, in the ommi bus appropriations act, sections 1 and 2 of
this act are null and void."

On page 1, line 1 of the title, after "procedures;" strike the
remai nder of the title and insert "addi ng new sections to chapter 39.10
RCW and creating a new section.”

EFFECT: Instead of one city and one county representative, the
board wll have two nenbers representing |ocal governnent to be
appointed on a rotating basis by the AW, WAC and the ports
association. The board is to |ook at conpetitive negotiation contracts
as a potential alternative public works process. Certain qualified
cities are authorized to wuse GOCM or design-build for one
denonstrati on project.
